of clerks, operating files covering 40, 
000 square feet of "floor space, soot 
will be employed' by the statistica 
division of 
the .war department tc 
keep the individual record of even 
man wearing Urrcle Sam's uniform. 
Announcement.of the details of this 
gigantic filing system forcibly bring 
home .the fact that American soldiers 
will be killed, wounded and impris- 
oned in .Europe. 
The. main purpose of the statistics 
is to provide an accurate means of 
checking casualty reports. Incident- 
ally, however, the complete army his- 
tory of the men will be recorded.

Weekly reports will be made to cen- 
tral offices by 
divisional 
bureaus,

the service, will serve also as a check 
in referring to the regimental files.

The war 
department also will undertake to give 
relatives" reports 'of military funerals, 
location of burial places and informa- 
tion concerning Americans held in 
enemy prison camps." 
[Until 1he Red Cross came to its aid. 
the British government ' experienced 
great difficulty in handling casualts- 
reports, and by the establishment of 
this system the war department in- 
tends to'avoid similar confusion.

McCain has issued a pamphlet devotet 
to the traditions and uses of the Stars 
and Stripes for the information of the 
general public. 
There is .neither rederal law no] 
rule .for the manner in which the civi 
population displays, bangs or salutes 
the flag. General McCain pointed out 
Such wiles as there are apply only to 
the army and navy. 
"The only national rules there are 
.governing the use of the flag," said lie 
'"are those providing that 'no trade 
mark can be registered using the flag 
coat of arms or other insignia of the 
United States or any 
simimulation 
there' and providing penalties for mis 
use of the emblem 'within the district 
of Columbia.'" There are, however 
state laws governing the use of the 
flap.The atorney general s order takes 
its authority from section 12 of Presi- 
dent -Wilson's proclamation of April 
6, 1911, concerning the activities and 
government of enemy aliens. 
"In the army." said General McCain. 
"it is the practice each day regardless 
of weafher to hoist thfi flag briskly 
at' sunrise .and lower it slowly and cer- 
emoniously at eunset, indicating com- 
mencement and cessation, of activities 
of the dav. 
, 
• 
1 "It is displayed at ha1* mast Me- 
morial (Day, -May 30, until noon, and 
fit full mast from noon until sunset. 
'This also is done on other days named 
bv army authorities from time'to time. 
The flag is always hoisted to full staff 
before being lowered to half mast." 
General McCain recommends that 
the flag should never be used except 
on a flag pole. For purposes of dec- 
oration he recommends bunting, but 
never .the flag. 
''If you must use it for decoratins 
nurnoses 'other than on a polie," said 
McCain, "it .should alwavs be hung 
fiat, with the union tn the north or 
east. However, it njmuld be displayed 
horizontally or laid flat. 
- "Tinder no circumstances should it 
be hung where It will contaminated, 
or be draped over chairs or benches. 
No object of any kind should be placed 
above or upon it. 
"There is no objection to flyir.g the 
flag at nisrht on civilian' property if it 
is not done for advertising purposes. 
"The flag la generally displayed on 
Lincoln's and Washington's, birthday, 
Mothers' Day, Memorial Day, 
Flag 
Day and Independence Day. 
"Where several flags or emblems 
are displayed, 
the 
American- flag 
should be in the center at the top. In 
any parade the flag should have the 
place of honor. 
"The flag should never be displayed 
with .the union down except as a sig- 
nal of distress at sea. 
"Old or worn flags should not be 
used, ever. 
They should be burned 
privately, without irreverence or dis- 
respect 
"These views are merely suggestive 
and not authoritative."

EXAMPLE OF I'OOn 
ROAD. 


/ 
When the legislature passed a road dis- 
trict law for the improvement of the 
highways of Sioux City n number of 
road districts were formed within lu 
limits. 


The work was financed by first deters 


mining the proportion of the total cost 
of each road which the city as a whole 
should pay. 
This proportlou ranged 


from 32.S to 49.35 per cent. .The re- 
mainder of the cost in each district 
was then distributed over- all of the 
property within it, some of the prop- 
erty being laid out in lots and other 
parts being typical Iowa farming land. 
Ihe distribution of the expense was 
first made by estimating that the lots 
•Ad the farm lands abutting on the 
road and most directly benefited should 
be ranked as paying a 100 per cent as- 
sessment Lots and farms at a greater 
distance paid a reduced assessment, 
and in this way it proved practicable 
to raise the money in an equitable 
manner rather than by assessing the 
whole cost against the abutting prop- 
erty in the old way, which would have 
been impossible to carry out because 
tbe coat was far too great to be borne 
by such property. 
Under this system 


farm land carrying a TtJo per cent aa- 
•sessment paid from $12 to $20 per acre 
in the different districts, and then 
were a few plots where the special 
benefits were marked, which were giv- 
en a 125 per cent assessment. 


As an example of the way this sys- 


tem worked out mention may be made 
of a farm one mile from a road which 
paid $12.35 per acre. In this district a 
100 per cent assessment was equivalent 
to flO per acre, and this particular 
farm on account, of its distance from 
the road was given a 65 per cent 
assessment. 
The owner of the farm 


raised no objections to this levy. The 
districts bad an area ranging from one 
to eight square miles, and. the length of 
roads built in a district in this way 
range from O.S3 to 5.55 miles. 
In all 


twenty miles of the main routes into 
the city have been improved witt con- 
crete roadways in this waj. "
